Now there are thirty-two factories em- 
sloying 1,400 hands. The chief inter- 
est in the trade centres in the pro- 
duction of felts. In this business fur 
comes first. The rabbit supplants the 
sheep because of the superiority ot 
the fur for felt-hat making over the 
finest merina. Millions of — rabbit 
skins are used annually. It takes the 
fur of about six average skins to make 
a fur felt hat. In one factory the 
{consumption of skins ranges from 25,- 
000 to 30,000 per week. There are now 
probably not less than 5 10,060 felt hats 
made in New South Wales each year.

_Photographing the tiger in his na- 
tive jungle must be an exciting sport, 


judging from the accounts of Cherry | 


Kearton, who has just returned to 
London cfter visiting India and Bor- 
neo. Mr. Kearton gives the following 
account of how he cinematographed a 
large tiger. 

“It took me twenty days before T 
could fin! the tiger, though tiger spoot 
was plentiful. The tiger I got had 
seized a bullock by the nose and had 
dragged him on all fours into dense 
jungle, forming a tunnel by doing so. 

“IT went on my hands and knees 
along part of this tunnel, and found 
ene of the legs of the bullock newly 
eaten. 

“So I returned and arranged a drive 


with 400 men, cleared a space in the 
jungle fifteen yards wide where the 
tiger was to be driven, put up a thin 


leaf sereen to hide me from the beast 
and waited on the ground—not up a 
tree—for him. 

“T had no firearms, but I had three 
spearmen lying on the ground beside 
me. Photographs taken from a tree 
would not give the true result. 

“TI waited there for half an hour. I 
knew that the tiger was approaching 
by the beaters, who were up trees, 
tapping like woodpeckers. The oth- 
ers were on the ground, making hid- 
eous sounds with every noisy thing 
they possessed. 

“The tiger came down the tunnel 
and out into the open, and I photo. 
eraphed him. Directly he got half 
way across he gave vent to a number 
of most terrib'e coughs. 

“When he had gone the game rang- 
er, 4 native, who was on the ground 
beside me, got up jand said, ‘That 
tizer is over eleven feet long, the 
biggest tiger [ have ever seen.’ |

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Sunday Amusements Law. 

Sunday amusements in London are 
under the control of the London Coun- 
ty Council, and hedged round with 
many restrictions. For instance, a 
Sunday entertainment must be in aid 
of some charity, and the whole of the 
proceeds, less expenses, must go to 
the charity. 

Then the manager of the theatre or 
hall where the entertainment is given 
is not allowed to have anything to do 
with engaging the artistes or anyone 
employed in connection with the en- 
tertainment. The law says that all 
arrangements must be made by the 
officials of the charity concerned. 

Lastly, the London County Council 
expressly enacts that no pressure, di- 
rect or indirect, is put upon anyone 
to perform or work on Sunday. 

These provisions are designed to 
protect artistes and others, but it is 
a widespread grievance among mem- 
bers of the entertainment world that 
they are constantly evaded.

WESS\ IS MURDERED 
Rebecca Cooper Is beds and 
Her Slayer Is at Large. 








Young Austrian Is Shot Down by an 
Unknown Man at the Door of Her 
Lodging In the Ward, Toronto— 
Albert Berger Who Came With Wo- 
man From Montreal Is Detained 
For Investigation—Lanlady, Too. 


Tcronto, March 26.—Reiccca Coop- 
er, 32 years of age, an Austrian Jew- 
ess, rooming at 60 Chestnut street, 
was shot and instantly killed by a 
map whose identity is as yet un- 
known, at eight o’clock last night. 
The Cooper woman came to Toronto 
ten days ago from Montreal, and went 
to live at the Chestnut street address 
with Mrs. Sarah Cohen. Last night 
sie went out to a nearby store and 
had just returned with a small par- 
cel of eggs, when she went out again 
to the coor and was heard.there talk- 
ing to a man. The man proposed that 
they go out and spend the evening. 
She refused his invitation, her an- 


T+) man was heard to say that if she 
would not go with him he would shoot 
her. She persisted in her refusal, 
an.a moment later a shot was heard. 

Patrol Sergt. Lutton and Policeman 
McLeod were in Elm street station 
when they heard a scream and saw 
people running. Hurrying to the 
doorway of tho Chestnut street house, 
they found Mrs. Cohen with the dy- | 
ing girl supported in her arms. Dr. 
Johnston of Elm street was called, but | 
the girl was dead before he arrived. 

While the police wera in the house, | 
Albert Berger, 54 years old, an: Aus- | 
trian Jew, crowded into the room, 
where the body lay. He declared that 
he was the girl’s brother, and that 
they had come to Toronto together 
from Montreal. He’saiu he was a 
jeweler. He was taken tv the Agnes 
street station upon a charge of vag- 
rancy, and when searched a revolver | 
was found upon him. It was empty, 
and showed no signs of having been | 
discharged recently. It was a very | 
small weapon. Later ho was taken | 
to the detective office and subjected | 
to a diligent questioning, after which | 
he was taken back to the Agnes street 
station and held in custody. 

From some boys about the house it. 
was learned that the man, after fir- 
ing his weapon point blank in the 
woman’s face, ran north and turned | 
into a lane which runs west to Centre 
avenue. No further clues have yet! 
been found, although a number of 
detectives are at work. | 

The girl was shot through the 
mouth, the bullet coming out at the 
back .of the head. The body was re- 
moved to the morgue, and the chief 
coroner was notified and will hold an 
inquest to-day. 

Later the man who had given his 
name as Berger admitted to the po- 
lice that his name was Cohen, and: 
tha. the dead woman was not his sis- 
ter, but that they had been living 
together. 

Mrs. Cohen, keeper of the house, 
was also held on a vagrancy charge.

They Get the Habit of Breaking With- 
out Apparent Reason. 

The wisest hardware man is put to 
it to account reasonably for the fash- 
jon in which lamp chimneys will snap 
at untoward times. It seems absurd 
to attribute it to geological formation 
of the ground, but it is a fact that in 
one house ‘built on easily vibrating 
made ground the student lamp chim- 
neys would crack Joudly in the middle 
of the morning when the trolley car 
came around the street corner half a 
block away. They were of the best 
make obtainable, and when the dealer 
was appealed to he said he was un- 
able to prevent the same thing happen- 
ing in the store, where the chimneys 
stood on the shelves, quite without 
pressure from burner at the base. 

The little, slender student lamp chim- 
neys seem the more liable to this sort 
of accident, and when they have “the 
babit” it pays to buy them by the half 
dozen or dozen, thereby getting them 
at a reduction. Then put them on the 
fire in a big kettle of cold water and 
bring it to a boil. The water should 
coul with the chimneys in it. After 
this wash and lay them away on a 
shelf, each wrapped in soft tissue pa- 
per. Tbe treatment toughens the glass, 
and a clean chimney is always ready 
in case of emergency. 

Not every young housewife knows 
that a lamp chimney washed in soapy 
water will never look clear. Held un- 
der clear running bot water and wiped 
quickly and thoroughly there will be 
no cloudiness when it is lighted. Soft 
old cheesecloth or gsilkoline makes the 
most perfect cloth for drying lamp 
chimneys, and generous pieces should 
be kept for that use alone.

| Most Founded For Poor Scholars—Are 
Now Aristocratic. 

Some of  Britain’s great public 
schools have interesting histories of 
their own, dating back hundreds of 
years, 

When the Charterhouse School was 
founded in 1611 by Thomas Sutton 
it had a different name. It was call- 
ed “Howard House’? when Sutton 
purchased it for the then very large 
sum of $65,000, and it was not even as 
a school that it was first founded, but 
as a hospital. 

The letters patent which Sutton ob- 
tained enabled him to found ‘‘a hos- 
pital for eighty old men and forty 
boys,”’ under the name of the ‘Hos- 
pital of King James in  Charter- 
house.” 

The former portion of the original 
institution remains in London. It is 
an asylum for eighty ‘‘poor brethern.” 
Each has a room of his own, and an 
allowance of about $180 a year for 
clothes and pocket money. But the 
school wds removed in 1872 to God- 
alming, in Surrey, and from its orig- 
inal forty boys has grown to 460. 
Charterhouse, though of respectable 
{ antiquity, is not by xny means the 
ldest of our great pubic schools. 
That honor belongs to Winchester, 
which was founded in 1387 by the 
famous William of Wykeham.

Directions For Making Best Use of the 
Prey of Gun or Trap.

He is 
quite often prevented from doing this 
because of the expense when the work 
is dove by a skilled tanner or else by 
the lack of knowledge of how to do it 
himself.

Wash the hide in warm water, re- 
move all flesh matter from the inner 
surface and Joose dirt from the hair 
tide.

Don’t tie up the top of the grit sack 
just because the hens are out on the 
ground. They cannot get much grit 
themselves, and what they do get is 
not sharp enough to do the necessary 
grinding. 

A combination of high roosts and 
heavy fowls seldom proves satisfac- 
tory. Lame birds will surely result. 
Wide perches, not over two feet from 
the floor, are the best for the heavy 
breeds. 

One good way to keep insect pests 
down is to give the birds all the dust 
they need to rollin. Just try that and 
see how they will “second your wo- 
tion” by rolling every day and many 
times a day. 

Dust which is used for poultry 
should not be left too long in the 
houses. It gets old and perhaps in- 
fested with insects. so that it will de- 
feat the purpose for which it ts placed 
in the boxes. 

A flat stoue and a hammer ere all 
the tools necessary to manufacture 
grit from the pieces of broken crock- 
ery and dishes which accumulate more 
or less nround every home. The 
pieces can be pounced fine for chick 
emt or coarse for the older birds.— 
Farm and Vireside.

Next in point of antiquity to Win- 
chester comes Eton, the largest of all 
our public schools. Henry VI., who 
founded Eton about 1441) called it 
“The College of the Blessed Mary of 
Eton beside Windsor.” Some of the 
school buildings date from that period. 

Sir Laurence Sherriff, who founded 
Rugby in 1567, was a warden of the 
Grocers’ Company. In an inventory 
of gifts received by Queen Elizabeth 
on New Year’s Day, 1562, occurs, ‘‘By 
Laurence Shref, grocer, a sugar loaf, 
a box of ginger, a box of nutmegs, 
and a pound of cinnamon.” 

Queen Bess, with shrewd humor, 
gave the good grocer a crest and coat- 
of-arms, “a branch of dates held in 
a lion’s paw erased.” The present

| The very cheapest way of becoming 
| a member of the British Parliament 
is to stand for an English University 
as an unopposed candidate. Indeed, 
at the last general election the two 
members for Cambridge University 
‘only spent £18 5s. 6d. between them. 

But, on the other hand, enormous 
sums may be svent. For example, it 
cost Sir John A. Simon nearly $14,000 
to win his seat at Walthamstow; but 
Mr. Gwynn’s seat for Galway cost him 
only $550. 

The cost of the last election was 
nearly $5,000.00). But although the 
average cost of 5,235,323 votes record- 
ed averaged 3s. 8d., some of those who 
aspired to sit “neath the shadow of 
Big Ben at Westminster went a long 
way above or a great deal below this 
sum. 

Each vote obtained by Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, for instance, cost him 6d.> 
and Mr. P. Snowden had to pay 8d. 
The candidate who stood for Kast St.

MOONS OF THE UNIVERSE. 


Besides Our Own Luna Twenty-five 
Others Are Known to Exist. 

There are in all twenty-five moons 
besides our queen of night, Mars bav- 
ing two, Jupiter eight, Saturn ten, Ura- 
nus four und Neptune one, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. Ofcourse 
new Juvar additions are likely to be 
discovered at any time, although it is 
improbable that Mercury and Venus 
bave any satebites or that Mars has 
more than two. 

The two knvwn moons of Mars are, 
indeed, very minute, neither being over 
fifty miles in diameter. On the other 
hand, Jupiter’s first four satellites, as 
well as Ganymede, are each larger 
than Queen Luna, Ganymede having a 
diameter of about 4,550 miles. ‘Sitan 
of Saturn possesses a diameter anprox- 
imating 3,000 miles, while that of Nep- 
ttane’s sole satellite is about 2,000 miles, 

As respects our vwn moon, Queen 
Luna has only one-forty-ninth the size 
and one-eighty-first the weight of our 
earth. Luna’s distance from us varies 
a good deal, from 221,000 miles to 252,- 
000 miles. Her mean or uverage dis- 
tance is about 238,000 thiles. °

Flowers Do Not Necessarily Bring A Cat Is of Great Value to the Worlil, 


Says Scientist. 


W. G. Aitchison Robertson, 
M.D., delivered a lecture in Edinburgh 
recently under the auspices of the 
Zoological Society of Scotland on 
“The Cat Family, with Special Refer- 
ence to the Domestic Cat.’ The Jec- 


turer gave a brief summary of the 
chief points of interest, from the 
anatomical point of view, of the 


members of the cat family, and then 
narrated same of the main facts in 
the life history of the larger cats. 
He showed that the extermination of 
tigers in certain parts of India had 
not been entirely advantageous, but 
that the destruction of such animals 
had allowed too free multiplication 
of antelopes, deer, ete., which lived 
on the produce of the field, and de- 
stroyed in this way much of 


the 
labor of the peasant. Allusion vps 
made to the large number of differe \ 


Species of the smaller cats, but spe- 
cial attention was devajed to the do- 


mestic cat. Dr. Aitchison Robertson 
told how the present-Cat “had been 
worshipped several thousand years 


ago by the Egyptians, and how i 
veen carried to Europe and to 
Great Britain, and how its remains 
were found at present in excavations 
of Roman villas in this country. For 
many centuries the value of the cat 
remained high, but its excessive fer- 
tility had so lowered its value that at 
present the ordinary cat had little or 
no Commepein] value. This was a fact 
to Le deplored, as it could not be suft 
ficiently impressed upon the public

Rust Stains. 

Many a housewife is at a loss to ac- 
count for rust spots which appear on 
clothes that often have been washed 
in seemingly rustiess utensils.
